The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not disclose or suggest a PANI-PAAMPSA film comprising a PANI- 
PAAMPSA complex blended with at least one water dispersible and/or water-soluble host 
polymer wherein the PANI-PAAMPSA complex is formed by polymerization of aniline in the 
presence of PAAMPSA. The method by which the complex is formed patentably distinguishes 
the complex from the complex formed according to the disclosure of Angelopoulos et al. 
(6,193,909 Bl) because the prior art complex will have cross-links that are not formed by the 
method by which the complex required by the present claims is formed.
